In U. aS'. A rmy, Officials Declare

This decision is in direct contrast 
to the plans of all the larger armies 
of Europe, where motorization of mil- 
l*ary units, including cavalry divisions 
being rapidly carried out. Progress 
in furnishing automotive transporta­ 
tion for European regim ents has now 
icached the point where entire caval­ 
ry divisions, including 10,000 horses, 
( an be and have been carried over­ 
land by motor truck 
The lack ol a sufficient number of 
good, well-paved highways in many 
flections o f thu country is *♦.'• princi- 
pay reason for the impracticability of 
putting the entire arm y on an auto­ 
motive basis. 
In moving a large m ili­ 
tary unit by motor for an unusually 
long dist nee several parallel hard- 
surfaced highways are necdsd. 
From 
a tactical standpoint there would be 
too much time lost in attem pting to 
move an c nt ire* division ever one road. 
Not Enough Roads, 
A sufficiency of parallel highways 
adaptable to m ilitary purposes exists 
in only a relatively few sections of 
the United States; in the northeast, 
for example, and in parts of Pennsyl­ 
vania. Ohio and Illinois and along the 
Pacific coast 
Elsewhere it would be 
more advantageous to move cavalry 
units on long overland journeys u n ­ 
der their own power. 
Infantry units 
would go by railway when th a t means 
of transportation 
is 
available, and 
elsewhere by foot. 
Particularly is this condition true 


of the mountainous country of (he 
lar ve.<* and ’.he plains and deserts 
of the southwest. 
Motorization of European armies is 
possible because of the much greater 
number of good roads in use on that 
continent. 
In one country, according 
to inform** ion reaching W ashington, 
a cavalry division was recently tran s­ 
ported 500 miles in record time by 
motor truck. 
The horses were cared 
for in specially constructed convey­ 
ance 
a trip of th at length could 
r.c * however, be made in this country. 
Motorization plans for the Ameri­ 
can army are not final. 
Tests will 
continue indefinitely, say wfar depart­ 
ment officials, 
for the purpose of 
keeping the efficiency of the military 
machine always at the highest level. 
Horses in Maneuvers. 
“In conducting future maneuvers.” 
an official statem ent declared, “and 
larger tactical exercises the war de­ 
partm ent will include therein prob­ 
lems and exercises which will test the 
capabilities and limitations of motor 
transportation in the movement of 
troops, equipment, m aterial and ani­ 
mals. including small cavalry units. 
Motor power for field and combat 
trains and light artillery, now mostly 
anim at-draw n, will be put to exhaus­ 
tive tests on all kinds of terrain. 
“It is contemplated th at in two- 
sided exercises »where Red and Blue 
armies meet in mock warfare * one 
side will use normal anim al-drawn 
transportation and the other motor- 
propelled 
equipment and 
material. 
These tests will bring out the com par­ 
ative capacity, usefulness and endur­ 
ance of the two types of transporta­ 
tion.” 
A careful study and thorough test 
involving these problems will be car­ 
ried out in connection with the m a­ 
neuvers to be held by the first caval­

Aug. 12—A light so 
s'rong that it will produce the effect 
of sunburn at a distance of two miles 
and will blister the skin of a person 
standing 1.000 feet away will be tu rn ­ 
ed on next Tuesday night at C har­ 
lottesville, Va., the General Engineer­ 
ing M anagement 
Corporation 
a n ­ 
nounced today. 
The searchlight will have a beam 
of 1.385.000.000 candle po^er, visible 
200 miles. 
The searchlight atop the Union 


Trust building in Cleveland is of 
300.000.000 candle power. The one to 
be tested is about four and one-half 
times as powerful.) 
The crater arc of the light, it was 
announced, will be “the hottest spot 
on earth” when 17,200 watts are tu rn ­ 
ed on to give the light its full power. 
The tem perature of the crater will 
be approximately 38.000 degrees F ah­ 
renheit and the crater will be "as 
bright as the sun at high noon.” 
The light will be exhibited under 
full power in conjunction with the in­ 
stitute of public affairs now in session 
ki the University of Virginia. 
The 
Virginia Public Service Co. will spon­ 
sor the exhibit. 
It will be flashed at 8 o'clock, ob­ 
servatories in all parts of the United 
States were advised today by tele­ 
gram. 
Tests planned for the light include 
a check of certain of the theories of

Peas And Canna 
Helping Hawaii 


Pigeon peas and edible canna are 
giving most promising results in yield 
in sections of Hawaii not adapted to 
the production of sugar 
cane 
and 
pineapples, the twro leading products 
of the islands, according to the an­ 
nual report of the Hawaii Agricultur­ 
al Experiment Station for 1926, just 
issued. 
Edible canna can be grown 
without competing with the two ma­ 
jor crops as regards occupation of the 
land, and it gives promise of adding 
a starch-producing industry’ to the 
islands with the development of suit­ 
able markets for the profitable out­ 
let of the commercial product. 
During the year 
the 
agronomic 
work of the station, which is under 
the supervision of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, was di­ 
rected primarily toward the develop­ 
ment of locally 
grown 
diversified 
crops. 
Four major projects under 
investigation and experiment included 
(1) root crops for man. stock feed, 
and starch production; 
(2) ginger 
culture; <3t Mendelian studies with 
Guam corn bvbrids; and (4) lettuce 
breeding to develop a hardy solid- 
headed strain for the lower altitudes. 
Experiments were made with vege­ 
tables of oriental origin to determine 
their cultural requirements and pos­ 
sible place in the dietary of the 
people of the various nationalities in 
Hawaii. 
Tests of citrus fruits, mangoes, avo- 


cados, papayas, bananas, and other 
horticultural crops, to determine their 
suitability to 
Hawaiian 
conditions, 
and distribution of new and improved 
kinds of such crops are reported. 
Considerable work was also done 
in organizing boys’ and girls’ 4-H 
clubs and similar organizations ahd 
in other forms of extension. 
A total 
of 1,320 children enrolled in the var­ 
ious clubs, with 1,070 members, or 81 
per cent, completing their projects.

Even thus diminished, however, it 
still has about the area of European 
| Russia, and is ten times as large as 
modern Germany. 
In 1925 its population approached 
9.000.000, of which well toward 7,000,- 
000 live on the land and les3 than 1,- 
000,000 in the cities. This great terri- 
i tory is sreved by less than 4,000 miles 
(of railroad, or about cne-ninth the 
; mileage of Germany, and it has no 
improved highways outside the towns. 
The famous “Main Trail” of tragic 
memory, over w'hich exiles were driven 


into banishment before the opening of 
the Trans-Siberian railway, is ungrad­ 
ed and unsurfaced and more of a hin­ 
drance than a help to traffic. Peas­ 
ants prefer to drive across the fields 
on either side, as do officials in their 
motor cars. 
Yet this apology for a 
road is. if anything, better than most 
of the so-called highways connecting 
the various towns 
This vast territory’ may be divided

25 Nations To Take Part In 
Seville Celebration To 
Honor Columbus. 


Barcelona Now P l a n n i n g

M ADRID. Aug. 12.—In a move to 
regain >omeof her form er w ealth and 
glory. Spain is planning two exhibi­ 
tion of world-wide im portance. 
The first, to be known a s th e “Span- 
ish-A m erican Exhibition in H onor of 
C hristopher Columbus," will be held 
at Seville in 1928 w ith 25 nations p a r­ 
ticipating. 
Opening on October 12—th e an n i- 
versary of the day on which Colum ­ 
bus. in 1492. first sighted the New 
W orld, the exhibition will hold h u n ­ 
dreds of beautiful and artistic build­ 
ings 
which arc now being designed 
by both Spanish and A m erican arc h i­ 
tects. 
Field in America. 
It is felt, in Spanish com m ercial 
circles, th at in parts of America, for­ 
m erly owing allegiance to Spain, there 
is a special field for renewed business 
enterprise 
Therefore, strenuous ef­ 
forts will be m ade during this exhibi- 


tion to capture the trade, m ainly, of 
the South Am erican countries. 
Barcelona wfill be the scene of the 
second exhibition, a year later, and 
will be held on more of a world-wide 
scale. 
Here. Spain has invited every n a- 
tlori in the world to display its finest 
goods, and it is planned to m ake it 
one of the largest exhibitions ever 
held, being eight tim es as large as the 
recent B ritish Em pire exhibition at 
Wembley. 
These exhibitions are just a small 
part of Spain’s challenge to the world 
th a t she 
is 
beginning a cam paign 
which will eventually ran k her with 
the great trading nations of the u n i­ 
verse. 
Big M ercantile-Fleet. 
Perhaps of more im portance to the 
world is her plans for a trem endous 
m ercantile fleet, intended to carry 
Spanish products to all parts of the 
world. 
This, according to a Spanish offi­ 
cial. will be “S pain’s peace-tim e a r­ 
m a d a - a n am bassador to trad e from 
a nation th a t was once the greatest 
sea-pow er in the world.” 
Sixteen vessels will comprise the 
m ercantile fleet, the four largest be­ 
ing of 48,000 tons and eight others of 
25.000 tons. 
The larger ships will be 
constructed in B ritish shipyards for 
the C am pania T ran satlan tica E spa­ 
ñola and a t least two of them will be 
used to establish a greater trade with 
South America, where existed S pain’s 
form er empire.

The potato crop now ranks sixth in 
value and eighth in acreage among 
the agricultural products of the Unit- j 
ed States, according to a study just 
completed by the bureau of railway 
economics and made public today rel­ 
ative to the production and market­ 
ing of white potatoes raised in this 
country. 
‘As a table food, however,” said the 
study, ‘‘potatoes are second only to 
the wheat crop. 
The potato crop 
during the past 50 years has grown 
with the population, but at a some­ 
what faster rate. The per capita pro­ 
duction was 2.98 bushels for the pe­ 
riod 1870-79, and 3.58 bushels for the 
period 1920-25.” 
Along with this increase in the im­ 
portance of potato production, the 
study further shows the very widcdis- 
i tribution of potatoes in the United 
j States. Idaho potatoes, for instance 
enter 35 states, 
while those from 
Maine and Virginia go into 28. Ala­ 
bama, Wisconsin and New Jersey each 
j furnish potatoes to 26 states. A sim­ 
ilar situation exists as to the distribu- 
! tlon of potatoes from all the other 
large producing states. 
During the year ended with Octo­ 
ber, 1926, the study shows that of 36 
of the principal dties located in this 
; country, 25 actually received potatoes 
from one-third or more states in the 
United States 
In some instances, po­ 
tatoes were shipped to those cities in 
larger 
quantities 
from 
far-distant 
states than 
from 
large 
producing 
areas closer at hand. 
The Philadelphia supply came from 
25 states.
